American offensive missile bat­ 
teries against Soviet attack. 
But as McNamara portrayed 
it. the ABM decision was made 
prim arily to counter a hostile 
China in three to five years—not 
to match the Soviet Union’s de­ 
ployment of antimissiles. 
The Pentagon chief said ho 
still opposes the idea of trying 
to defend against an all-out, so­ 
phisticated Soviet missile attack 
with antimissile missiles. 
He warned danger exists iii 
deploying even a light missile 
defense that “ pressures will de­ 
velop to expand it into a heavy 
Soviet-oriented ABM system .” 
The Joint Chiefs of Staff have 
urged a wider deployment of an 
antimissile system to provide a 
general nationwide missile um­ 
brella plus individual protection 
for 25 to 50 American cities. 
McNamara said his $5 billion 
system would: 
—“Have a much higher de­ 
gree of reliability 
against a 
Chinese attack than the much 
more massive and complex sys­ 
tem 
that some have recom ­ 
mended against a possible So­ 
viet attack.” 
—“ Provide an additional indi­ 
cation to Asians that w’e intend 
to deter China 
from nuclear 
blackm ail.” 
—“ Enable us to add—a fur­ 
ther defense to our Minuteman 
sites 
against 
Soviet 
attack” 
while “ avoiding a much more 
costly expansion of that force.” 
—“Add protection of our popu­ 
lation against tile improbable 
but possible accidental launch 
of an intercontinental missile by 
any one of the nuclear powers.” 
Much of M cNam ara’s speech 
to a to ite d Press International 
meeting was devoted to explain­ 
ing his view that the best way to 
maintain superiority over the 
Soviet Union is not by matching 
defensive moves but by m ain­ 
taining superior offensive 
for­ 
ces, 
M cNamara said the United 
States already is .spending bil­ 
lions on its advanced Minute­ 
man 
and 
sea-based 
Poseidon 
missile! to make sure they can 
get past Soviet missile defense. 
Months have passed since the 
United State s proposed to the 
Soviet Union in agreem ent on 
curbing and eventually reducing 
the nuclear arsenals, but Mc­ 
N am ara reused to acknowledge 
failure in the diplomatic effort.

So far as they go intelligence and ap­ 
titude teste have proved of undoubted 
value. But do they go far enough? It 
la on the assumption that there is still 
a “farthest north’* not measured by 
these that attempts are being made to 
develop new 
methods to 
determine 
qualities that are imbedded in the char­ 
acters of Individual students. 
Such methods, if devised, will — it is 
hoped — “reveal emotional, drive 
force motivation *nd other character­ 
istics in the young not measured by in­ 
telligence and aptitude tests” accord­ 
ing to a new story. 
Such new tests would be expected to 
determine, among other things, how 
easily the individual could be influenc­ 


ed by companions, whether he could 
be misled by false nostrums even 
whether he is of a type that conceiva­ 
bly could become a traitor to his coun­ 
try in time of war. 
By the tests now employed, it is pos­ 
sible to identify a scientiifc genius, but 
they do not measure his stability or 
character. For the leaders of a safe 
future, easy acquisition of learning is 
not enough. Their brains must ably em­ 
ploy reason to discriminate between 
causes, and they must have the forti­ 
tude to stand firm against opposition 
The teaching world will watch with 
interest efforts to put testing for char­ 
acter on a par with that of calculating 
intelligence and aptitude.

NEW YORK (AP) - Shipper* 
the world over are now develop­ 
ing the concept of containeriza- 
Hon, which is the skill of loading 
a standard-size container to the 
same capacity as a vacationer 
loads his suitcase. 
By combining scores of small 
shipments into one big container 
measured to fit the dimension! 
of planes, railroads, ships and 
trucks, cargo handlers believe 
they can change this staid old 
industry. 
The containers, most of them 
metal range in length from less 
than IO feet to about 40 feet. 
Already shippers claim they 
are saving millions of dollars 
tot themselves and customers. 
Old ports are adapting their 
dockside facilities. And the new 
jumbo jets soon to be in the air 
are being built with containers 
in mind. 
th e concept provides obvious 
savings. One 2,000-pound con- 
for example, costs far 


less 
to 
handle 
than 
ten 
200-pound 
packers 
with 
the 
same destination. 
Other possible advantages are 
numerous: less pilferage, less 
paper work, lower insurance 
rates, easier customs clearance, 
speed, and the ability to use the 
containers on rail ship, plane or 
truck. 
This interchanging of the con­ 
tainer among different modes of 
transportation provides a cus­ 
tomer with door-to-door move­ 
ment of his goods without re­ 
packing or rehandling. The en­ 
tailer remains sealed. 
A metal container that begins 
its trip on a domestic railroad 
as a piggy back car may cross 
the Atlantic in the hold of a ship 
and then be attached to a trac­ 
tor-trailer and hauled through 
Europe by road. 
The speed with which this 
concept is catching on was dis­ 
cussed this month at the Trans­ 
portation Research Forum in 


Montreal, where officials from 
IO nations gathered. 
One of these, James Crowley 
of 
Moore-McCormack 
Lines, 
told the audience that U.S. flag 
shipowners already had invest­ 
ed $160 million in container 
ships and equipment and by 
mid-1969 will have spent $900 
million. 
No matter how 
successful, 
however, the new industry is 
suffering many growing pains. 
Some customers, for instance, 
have 
been disturbed to find 
their goods severely damaged, 
even though the container might 
never have been opened at any 
time during shipment. In other 
words, shippers still must devel­ 
op skill in packing. 
Shippers 
also 
are 
learning 
at packing for different trans­ 
portation modes presents spe­ 
cial problems. Cargo packed for 
an ocean voyage, for instance, 
must withstand 
much rolling 
and pitching.

Debray: Guerrilla Activist 


By JOHN CHAMBERLAIN 
Rome—The fate of the 27 
year - old French intellectual, 
Regis Debray, a Marxist the­ 
oretician and friend of Fidel 
Castro who is being tried in Bo­ 
livia on charges of engaging in 
guerrilla warfare against the 
government, is becoming some­ 
thing of a European cause cele­ 
bre. The Paris newspapers have 
printed tear * jerking accounts 
of the rescue trip undertaken by 
Debray’s conservative parents 
to the Bolivian jungle town of 
Camiri to protest their son’s 
harmlessness. And the Pope, ac­ 
cording to reports current in 
Rome, has issued his own ap­ 
peal to the Bolivian government 
for clemency. 
The situation is a strange one, 
for sympathy goes out to the 
man from both the European 
Left and the Right. This is an 
oddity, for Debray’s open aim 
is to do the bourgeosie in and 
bv the most violent means 
if 
necessary. 
Yet the dilemma 
posed 
bv 
the 
case 
is 
real 
enough 
Debray, a super-radi 
cal pamphleteer and prophet of 
the 
Maoist revolution, is ob­ 
viously intelligent 
within 
the 
confines of a philosophy that 
represents a disaster to the hu­ 
man race 
Since freedom of 
thought is something to be priz­ 
ed, and since Europe is com­ 
mitted beyond most parts of the 
world to maintaining this free- 
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dom, the drive to 
“save De­ 
bray” has its positive side. 
On 
the other hand, Debray 
could be the classic example of 
the man who wants to eat his 
cake 
and have i t If the Bo­ 
livian charges have any truth, 
he was not seized because of his 
words but because of his ac­ 
tions. If he has taken part in 
armed 
insurrection and 
rob­ 
bery, as the Bolivians have con­ 
tended. he is not being persecut­ 
ed because of things of the mind 
any more than Al Capone was 
so persecuted in the Chicago of 
the Nineteen Twenties. 
Debray’s words, of course, 
are very much against him, for 
in his writings, which have been 
popular in Cuba, he has been 
contemptuous of mere intellec­ 
tuals who are afraid of living 
their theories. One of the incen­ 
diary theses advanced in his 
book, “ Revolution Inside Revo- 
ution?” , is that the philosopher 
of revolutionary overturn should 
also study and practice the art 
of insurrection. And the ques­ 
tion, in Bolivia 
is whether a 
man who has urged writers to 
become guerrillas has been liv­ 
ing according to his own pre­ 
cepts. If Debray has been do­ 
ing this, old Europe has no 
right to become outraged over 
the young man’s fate But if he 
hasn’t been doing it, his reputa­ 
tion 
for 
intellectual 
honesty 
must inevitably lie compromis­ 
ed 
After writing his articles cele­ 
brating the writer as revolu­ 
tionary doer, Debray's claim 
that he went to Bolivia just to 
find and interview his hero, the 
missing Che Guevara, 
m u s t 
seem disingenuous, to sty the 
least. Disingenuous men don’t 
make 
good 
martyrs, for the 
phony streak always shows. 
The Debray case, as I wrote 
many weeks ago when Daniel 
James, the Mexico City author­ 
ity on Latin American subver­ 
sion, first brought it to my at­ 
tention, poses a problem that is 
becoming more and more im­ 
portant to North as well as to 
South America. For what are 
Stokely Carmichael and R a p 
Brown if they are not Debray'a 
own — 
intellectual 
brothers? 
They 
go 
around 
scoffing at 
Uncle Tom Negro intellectual* 
who want peaceful change. They 
urge the young generation to 


take the lead in the skirmishes 
that have been making the con­ 
tra! cities of the United States 
hideous.Rap Brown says a town 
ought to be burned down, and 
someone forthwith lights a fire. 
Brown is indicted for carrying 
a gun across state lines in de­ 
fiance of the law. Must we wait 
until all our cities are destroy­ 
ed before we decide that the 
First Amendment doesn’t give 
intellectuals the right to prod 
the man with the match and the 
Molotov cocktail? 
As the writer who was known 
as 
“ Max 
Nomad” 
observed 
some thirty years ago, “The 
Kaiser and Czar were liberals.” 
They sometimes banished writ­ 
ers to exile or to Siberia, but 
they mercifully didn’t kill them. 
So theorists like Lenin, Trot­ 
sky, and Mussolini, who were 
the Regis Debrays of their day 
insofar as they believe in unit­ 
ing 
revolutionary 
philosophy 
with insurrectionary action, liv­ 
ed to overthrow their govern­ 
ments. Once in power, they had 
no compunctions about killing 
writers who were against them. 
Europe is right to be concern­ 
ed with freedom for the mind. 
But, remembering the past, it 
should resist the urge to go ov­ 
erboard in the case of a young 
man whose ideal is not the writ­ 
er but the guerrilla with the 
gun.

It looks like a lot on a towel 
or when coughed up into a ba­ 
sin. This is not a hemorrhage 
and is readily controlled. 
Bleeding 
after 
a tonsillect­ 
omy occasionally occurs a few 
hours after an operation, even 
though the surgery 
was com 
plete 
and 
uneventful. 
Some­ 
times a blood vessel may open 
between the 6th and loth day 
after the operation. 
This late 
bleeding may be caused w-hen 
the healing scab comes 
off or 
by a slight infection that may 
have prevented complete heal­ 
ing. 
The use of antibiotics before 
and after a tonsillectomy has 
markedly reduced the frequency 
of bleeding. 
Vitamin K or C before 
such 
surgery is absolutely valueless 
unless there is a known defi­ 
ciency of these vitamins. Some 
people have accused their sur­ 
geon of this responsibility 
be­ 
cause Vitamin K or C had not 
been used pre-operatively. This 
is just another peg to hand an 
angry hat on. 
It is an established 
rule 
of

of Sun 
genus that every person 
who 
has an operation, any operation, 
must have a complete blood 
study within 48 hours 
of 
the 
surgery. Unusual anemias and 
low hemoglobin art* readily rec- 
ognized. An inherited bleeding 
tendency 
is usually known to 
the parents long before tile time 
of operation. This is immediate­ 
ly relayed to the surgeon. 
When doctors suspect an in­ 


fection 
is 
brewing, 
they will 
cancel the operation of tonsil 
lectomy to avoid this and other 
forms of complication. 
So 
rare 
is 
postoperative 
bleeding that it is never really- 
considered as a serious possibil­ 
ity. If it does occur at any tome 
after the operation there is lit­ 
tle or no danger. It is merely 
an 
unpleasant situation. The 
child must be given calm sup 
port by the surgeon 
and the 
parents, so that no psychologi­ 
cal scabs will be left in later 
years.
